2. Claims 5, 8, 1 1, 12, 14, and 21-24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention as claimed, specifically in combination with a first photodiode having an optical 
thickness of about 7jim and a second photodiode having an optical thickness of about 3.5|xm, 
with a circuit to multiply the signal from the first photodiode by the ratio of the optical 
thicknesses of the first and second photodiodes and subtracting the second electronic signal from 
the resultant product to produce a spectral response similar to a human eye, is not disclosed or 
made obvious by the prior art of record.
